Secretary Orthmta of Local Business Net's 


dob Hade Valuable Suggestion Last 


Thursday Evening. 


In C. !S. Orthman's brief and in- 


formal talk before the Business Men's 
Association last Thursday evening he 
advocated the adoption of a credit or 
rating system for the use and protec- 
tion of our retail dealers. 
His sugges- 


tion waa that the secretary of the local 
a=sociation or some other authorized 
person prepare a filing system io 
which would be kept the rating of 
every adult citizen of this city and 
vicinity, showing their standing as re- 
gards willingness and ability to settle 
bills 'or accounts that may be con- 
tracted by them—in ehort, 
whether 


they are "good pay," "slow pay" or 
fail to liquidate at all. The data 
would be secured from local merchants 
or the dealers in other towns from 
which the party desired to be "looked 
up" had moved, and Mr. Orthraan esti- 
mated that nearly a year's time is nec- 
essary to get a complete record. This 
sjstem is now in operation at Water- 
town and is highly recornmendfed by 
Sec. Melzer of tfctir commercial asso- 
ciation. The monthly cost to each re- 
tailer would amount to only a tr,!ie and 
is jure to save rim b"s rnoo^./ in the 
eiirrination of b^d debtj.

Grippe or Influenza—Contrary to the 


generally accepted notion, grippe is an 
exceedingly serious disease. 
Accord- 


ing to the last figures at hand, there 
were 602 death in Wisconsin in the 
year 1909. 
This ia nearly as many as 


died in this etate from typhoid, the 
seriousness of which ia generally rec- 
ognized, and nearly twenty times as 
many as died of small pox. 


Influenza is one of the few diseases 


more prevalent amongst rural dwellers 
than amongst the inhabitants. 
There 


were in Wisconsin in 1909, 236 deaths 
in the country as against 66 in the 
cities. 
Throughout the United States, 


over a ten year period, there are, on 
an even population basis, twice 
as 


many deaths in the rural districts as 
there are in the urban population. 


In addition to being so frequent a 


direct acuse of death, influenza is re- 
sponsible for paving the way for other 
fatal maladies. 
One of the reafaons 


why the seriousness of genuine grippe 
\a not more generally recognized ia, 
that with some people, every little im- 
material "cold" 
is 
called 
grippe. 


Real influenza 
is a 
specific 
germ 


disease, marked by a degree of pros- 
tration out of all proportion to the 
seeming importance of the accompany- 
ing symptoms. 
The disease may at- 


tack the lungs 
and 
air 
passages. 


Pneumonia 
ia not uncommon. 
The 


symptoms may not be dissimilar to 
those cf a severe "cold." An intes- 
tinal form of the disease is frequently 
seen, in which there 13 severe colicky 
pain and diarrhoea.

Bradford's subject was "Why I Be- 
lieve in Votes for Women," and for 
about an hour she gave statistics and 
her reasons in an animated and concise 
manner for her belief.

call to be fed 


Every one of the five birds grew 


up and they turned out to be one 
gobbler and four hens 
It is inter- 


esting to note that although there 
was a mortality of 60 per cent among 
the domestic birds that season the 
five wild turkevs were not affected in 
any w ay. 


At the approach of winter a wire 


enclosure was made this was also 
cohered over with wire, making a 
perfectly enclosed space of 150x45 
feet, and at one end was a small tree 
that was enclosed in a 25-foot square 
of w ire fencing—a natural roosting 
place—the 
enclosed 
space had 
a 


growth of bushes and 
wild 
vines 


growing upon it, also a natural sod 


The turkeys put in this limited 


space must natmallv be fed on such 
stuff as would as nearh as possible 
resemble the food that nature intend- 
ed for them, so thev were given corn, 
wheat, oats wild berries, acorns per- 
simmons, grit in abundance, and fresh 
water ad libitum 


The winter season passed the birds

vent of spring, the hens made their 
nests in the enclosure, where honey- 
suckle vines afforded the privacy that 
thev so longed for

ural enemy—so the broods were taken 
awav from the wild hens that had 
hatched them, and were

to 


Eome Bronze hens, who raised 38 birds 
out of a hatch of 40 


The first adventure being so suc- 


cessful, the V-ginian followed out 
the same methods with the 38 birds 
that he had used with the original 
five and the loss of onh two birds 
was a striking example of the hardi- 
ness of the wild birds 


It is interesting to note that after 


the voung birds and their mothers 
had been given their freedom, they 
showed no disposition to re\ert to 
their wild state but aluavs returned 
home at night, roosting on the upper \ 
limbs of their tree along with the 
i 


other turkeys, the young birds taking ' 
more kindly to domestic ways than 
their parents. 


After two years of hard work the 


Virginian began to realize some finan- 
cial returns from his labor, and the 
38 birds above mentioned, were sold 
at a price aggregating slightly more 
than $400, while the extra eggs gave 
him another $250 
The price of the 


young hens was $10 each, while that 
received from gobblers was from $12 ! 
to $20 each. Eggs easily sold at $1 | 
apiece. At present he is getting $15 
for hens and $20 for gobblers. 


Keeping 11 birds during the second 


winter, 102 chicks were hatched and 
75 of these were raised to maturity, 
the losses were caused by accident 
or dogs and not by disease, although 
the domestic birds on the farm that 
year were decimated. 


The wild turkeys roosted under the 


•wire enclosure, the domestic birds 
over it. The droppings of the latter 
naturally fell into the enclosure None 
of the wild turkeys contracted the 
fatal disease, but showed themselves 
not only immune to it, but to a long 
spell of wet weather. 
These birds 


have been thoroughly tested and have 
shown themselves 
immune to 
the 


dread disease, black head, as well as 
from other diseases which affect the 
domestic breeds. 


Experiments 
have 
demonstrated' 


that an inftsion of wild blood •will 
undoubtedly make a hardier strain of 
domestic turkey. 


In order that there will not be in- 


breeding to an extent that would re- 
duce the natural vitality of the birds, 
fine specimens of wild turkeys from 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Louisiana, North 
Carolina, and other sections 
have 


been secured from hunters and others 
Interested in the experiment.

IS THE DELECTABLE TURKEY 


DOOMED TO PASS FOREVER 


By L. M. BENNINGTON. 


Many a city family man, when he 


comes to pay from five to se\en dol- 
lars for his Thanksgiving turkey this 
fall, will be quite ready to affirm that 
personally he has no objection to the 
passing of the turkey, even as a holi- 
day piece de resistance. 


Prices of turkey s this year are high- 


er than ever before 
Last year in 


the largest cities first class 
birds 


brought from 35 to 50 cents per pound 
and a five-dollar bill was hardly ade- 
quate to secure a bird that would suf- 
ficiently serve an ordinary-sized fam- 
«>. 


This year prices w ill be higher still, 


m spite of the fact that dealers have 
been 
scouring 
the 
country 
for 


months, making contracts in advance, 
and putting into cold storage every 
bird that could be secured, long be- 
fore the holiday season opened. 


The fact is that fewer turkeys are 


being raised every year, the decline 
in the industry having started six or 
seven years ago, when the terrible 
disease of blackhead began to destroy 
the flocks in the New England states. 
The ravages of this disease have be- 
come so great that in Rhode Island, 
which was once the great turkey state, 
none are now being raised 
The dis- 


ease has spread to other states 
throughout the east, and its ravaging 
effects have been so disastrous that 
thousands of farmers in New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and New 
Hampshire all formerly good turkey 
states, have practically given up the 
business. 


This disease has invaded the west 


to some extent, but its ravages have 
been checked because the means of 
preventing it are now much better un- 
derstood than ever before, owing to 
the industrious and intelligent inves- 
tigations started several years ago by 
the Rhode Island Experiment station, 
and supplemented by the work of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 


Blackhead is a disease of the liver 


and intestines which produces a form 
of dystentry and is caused bv minute 
parasites, and called blackhetd, be- 
cause the beads of the affected birds 
turn black at a certain stage of the , 
disease 


In many cases birds die from com- 


plications induced by the presence of 
the disease rather than from its im- 
mediate effects 


Blackhead 
destroys 
about 
four- 


fifths of the young turkeys 
before 


they are six weeks old, and of the re- 
maining one-fifth, one tenth to one- 
fifth die at a later period. 


The advice given by experts in the 


disease is to quit breeding turkeys 
wherever it appears and this is re- 
sponsible in a very large degree for 
the rapid curtailment of the industry 
in the eastern states 


The hope of the turkey-raising in- 


dustry appears at present to lie in the 
west, and those portions of the south 
which have so far escaped this dread- 
ed disease. 
Breeders have now 


learned how to prevent the disease, 
and in the west where it has not pre- 
vailed to any 
considerable 
extent, 


farmers have^taken up turkey-breed- 
ing, encouraged by the tremendously 
high prices that have prevailed dur- 
ing the past few years and by the 
hope that they will be able to escape 
the losses suffered by the eastern 
breeders who did not know how to 
cope with the disease. 


Turkeys are great rangers, but as 


they quickly become attached to their 
attendant, it is not difficult to control 
them 
They should be fed and cared 


for by the same person from the time 
they are hatched until they are ready 
for the market. In this way they will 
learn to come at the call of the at- 
tendant, and follow him for long dis- 
tances, from the fields to the coops. 


If young turkeys are carefully han- 


dled by the same person they can be 
easily driven from one place to an- 
other, and when storma pt\m<> «a »jjc,. 


can b" quickly housed 
In foreign 


countries turkeys are dm en to mar- 
ket in Hot ks and we once saw a flock 
of nearly 300 birds being driven along 
the h.iJiway to the railroad station 
three miles from the farm, where they 
were to be cooped and shipped to the 
city market 


The best-known varieties in Ameri- 


ca are the Bronze, Naragansett, Buff 
and Black 
The Boubon Red is a fine 


bird, coming origmalh from the moun- 
tains of Kentucky, where it flourished 
m a wild state for many jears. The 
black turkey of America came from 
England, where it is known as the 
Norfolk. 


The bronze turkey, which is proba- 


bly the most popular turkey in this 
country, was originated in England, 
through the crossing of an American 
wild bird upon the black turkey. 


The North American wild turkey 


was at one time very plentifully dis- 
tributed over the entire country from 
the Carolinas to Canada, and most 
plentiful to the sections sub-divided, 
as Pennsylvania, Ohio and Kentucky. 


They were migratory, following the 


food supply, often wandering distances 
of from 200 to 300 miles in search of 
their favorite food, following the crops 
irto the localities where the season 
afforded the greatest production. 


These early w ild turkeys visited the 


barnyards of the early settlers of the 
country where tame turkev s, brought 
over from the old 
countries, were 


kept, and the result was a great im- 
provement in all qualities of this bird. 


Breeders were quick to observe this 


improvement, and sought wild gob- 
blers to cross upon their domestic 
birds. It is from this cross that our 
highest standard turkeys have been 
bred. They have been so carefully 
selected, mated and cared for, by the 
fanciers, that there has been prodi iced 
perhaps the most beautifully plumaged 
and noblest table bird in the world. 


Unfortunately, like the wild pigeon, 


the wild turkey 
has almost disap- 


peared from this country. 
A turkey 


does not mature until it is about three 
years old, and*to obtain strong and 
vigorous offspring, hens from two to 
three years old should be mated to 
strong, active males of the same age. 
or older. 
The males and 
females 


should never be taken from the same 
family, and no breeder should go into 
the business unless he is willing to 
start with the standard bred stock. 


The critical time in the lives of 


turkeys is in the first six weeks. They 
are tender little things, and must be 
kept dry and warm until the red be- 
gins to show on their heads. 
They 


should never be turned out when the 
dew is on the grass, but may be con- 
fined in a large yard, where they can 
have plenty of exercise. When they 
are old enough to run out on 
the 


range with the mother hen, they must 
be brought in before every storm, and 
always at night.

at the 


farm, and thereby saving the owner 
all trouble, of shipipng and marketing.

The problem of becurmg the fertil 


r Ity already in the soil is a matter 


which we should carefully consider 


, beforewe apply eommercial plant foodb 


and manures to our orchard soils.

On boils which contain a reasonable 


' amount of available plant food and 


which ha\e been brought to a good 
physical condition, the need of apply- 
ing manures and commercial fertil- 
izers \\ill be reduced to a minimum 
until the trees have attained a size 
and age when their 
roots 
occupy 


, practically all of the soil. 


How to prepare the 
s>oil so that 


the roots ma;, go deep into the eub- 
Boil after mineral plant food, and so 
that the surfacv roots may reach out 
Into the surface soil until they inter 
lock with tht roots of adjoining trees 
is the question for us to consider 
First of all, the boil must be well 
drained and prepared sufficiently deep 
EO that the roots may reach deep 
into the Bubboil 
Second, the surface

It Is \vhen the orchards begin to ! 


bear large crops of fruit that the de- i 
mands for plant food must be met if I 
profitable crops of fruit are secured.i 


, At this time the roots of the trees i 
have taken possession of practically 
all of the soil and have utilized the 
, 


larger part of the available plant food, 
i 


so that the addition of some form of 
manure or fertilizer is essential. 
i 


The 
function of the soil in fur- 


nishing the tree with plant food is an 
exceedingly complex one, and there . 
are certain well defined laws that, 
must be kept in mind for the im- 
provement and maintenance 
of 
the , 


fertility of the soil that is occupied 
by the trees. Some fruit growers ad- ! 
vocate sod mulch, others depend upon 
clean cultivation and the liberal use 
of manures and fertilizers, others grow 
cover crops and use mineral fertiliz- 
ers as a means of maintaining the 
fertility of their orchard soils. 


The fact that no two soils require 


the same 
line 
of 
treatment 
has 


caused a confusion of ideas in the 
management of orchard soils. 
After 


studying the matter In its 
various 


phases, I have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the best line of management 
consists of a system of clean cultiva- 
tion, the use of cover and grass crops 
and the use of an Incomplete fertil- 
izer; the whole line of management 
to be governed by the growth of the 
trees and the year they are due to 
bear a heavy crop of fruit 


In adopting any 
system of 
sol? 


management for the orchard, It is 
imperative that" we select the one 
which possesses as many of the good 
points and Eliminates in a large de- 
gree all of the undesirable ones and 
exhausts the least fertility from the 
soil, and which will need the least 
possible amount of purchased fertiliz- 
ers, and at the same time maintain 
the trees and fruit in a thrifty and 
healthy condition. 


When we consider any method tor 


maintaining the fertility of orchard 
soils, there are three classes of rela- 
tions that must be given considera- 
tion, both separately and also In their 
relations to each other—the physical, 
the chemical and the biological condi- 
tion of the soil. These three relations 
are so closely connected and so much 
dependent upon each other that it is 
t difficult matter for us to decide 
There one begins and the other leaves 
If, so I will consider them together 
•jrl show how it is possible to adopt 


a system where all three may be 
maintained and Improved by the use 
of A limited amount of mineral fertil- 
izers and the use of a well-planned 
system of .legume crop* for maintain- 
ing the supply of humus And nltroxen. 
xad the nH of fertilisers to encourage 


the legumes in the work of gathering 
nitrogen and plant food, and the em- 
ployment of a grass or cover crop 
to protect the fruit from the mud 
during years when the tre^s are due 
to produce a large crop of fruit. 


The phyMcal condition of the soil 


is very important, but if we contider 
it alone we will gain increased crops 
for a few years, but in the end will 
exhaust our toil and the crops of 
fruit will become feraalier and more 
imperfect until we will be compelled 


' TO use large amounts of manure or 


fertilizer 
It is a l v a \ & more profit 


able for us to maintain the fertility 
of the orchard than to £km off the 


, fruit and then try and bring it back 
to a condition where it will produce 
profitable crops of fruit. 
To success- 


fully maintain the physical condition 
of the soil we must supply It with an 
abundance of humus forming material 


' and give it good tillage 
The biolog- 


ical condition of the toil deals with 
the Foil organisms that work for us 
in making the substances of the soil 
into a condition available to nourish 
the growing plants. 
Without them 


the soil would not be in a condition to 


• furnish the plants with nitrogen and 
| the growth of the tree 
would 
be 
! practically arrested 
These soil or- ' 


ganisms require for their best devel- 
opment 
suitable temperature, 
air 


movement and an abundance of mois- 


I ture, some base for their products to 


[ combine with and some food. 


I 
^ hen \ve discuss the chemical con- 


| ditions of the soil many orchard own- 


, ers think we are discussing some- 


thing mysterious, and jump at the 
conclusion that the 
subject is 
one 


which they cannot understand 
The 


first law of chemistry is that we can- 
not make something out of nothing, 
and that we are the loser every time 
we try to get a crop of fruit from a 
soil which is deficient in available 
plant food. 
The trees must have 


food from the soil before they can 
produce fruit. 
Xow, after discussing 


theee three relations, M us discuss 
the methods best adapted to maintain 
them separately, and also in their re- 
lations to each other, so that -we 
may feed our trees and fruit in the 
most efficient and economical man- 
ner possible 


Plowing under green foliage adds 


humus and improves thp texture °f 
the soil, assists in conserving mois- , 
ture and prevents soil washing. The 
amount of plant food which is made 
available depends largely upon the 
carbonic acid produced by tts decom- 
position of the vegetable tissue, and 
the roots and organic mattw. 
Thus 


in humus we have a substance that 
assists In the liberation of mineral as 
well as of nitrogenous plant food, be- 
sides improving the physical condi- 
tion of the soil. 


All plants will make humus, but 


when we employ legumes we are en- 
abled to increase the nitrogen content 
of the soil, for these plants have the 
power of obtaining 
their 
nitrogen 


from the atmosphere and depositing it 
In the soil in a form available for 
succeeding crops of fruit and wood. 
Thus, when legumes are grown to in- 
crease the supply of humus and ni- 
trogen, it is not 
necessary to use 


high-priced complete fertilizers. 
Ni- 


trogen is the most expensive element 
of fertility, and the air is a much 
cheaper source than the fertilizer 
works. 


In many respects cultivation and 


cover crops resemble each other in 
their general effect upon the store 
of plant food in the soil. It is made 
more available by tillage, while cov- 
er crops and tillage together will ac- 
complish all that tillage possibly can, 
and at the same time Improve all 
three of the important conditions, be 
fildes adding large quantities of nl 
trogen for future use. 
Cover ctops 


will also prevent soil washing and 
hold the leaves until they may be 
plowed under. Have you ever noticed 
how a clump of grass'will hold leaves 
from blowing away? The saving-of 
leaves In nature's method of maintain' 
ing fertility for the tree.
